whether farm relief legislation 
is enacted before March 4 be­ 
cause a revision of a number of 
tariff schedules, industrial as 
well as agricultural, are to be 
made. 
It is the desire of those who 
will be leaders in the next 
ad­ 
m inistration to get this out of 
the way as speedily as possible 
so th at there will be the least 
disturbance in 
the 
industrial 
and agricultural world. 
As the situation is now out­ 
lined tariff revision would be tak 
en up concurrently with farm 
legislation and would auviliary 
to it since it is the purpose 
to 
afford a measure of protection 
to agriculture comparable with 
th at given other industries. 
It is explained that no general 
tariff legislation is contemplated 
but merely a revision of a num ­ 
ber of existing schedules in the 
form of an amendment to the 
Fordney -McCumber act. 
Changed conditions since 1922

The Hotel de Coons, or as the 
French would have it, the Rush 
county Bastile, was q uite a pop­ 
ular place in 1928 as a stopping 
point, if one were to judge by a 
perusal of the “hotel ledger.” 
There were some rather start­ 
ling facts disclosed when the in­ 
q uisitive reporter called at the 
county jail and looked over the 
record for the y ear as portray ed 
in the entry book. 
Did y ou know: 
THAT over two y ears of time 
was served in the Rush county 
jail in 1928 ? This may seem a 
bit ambiguous but it is true. 
THAT nearly 200 persons par­ 
took of its hospitality , whether 
willingly or unwillingly , in 1928 ? 
THAT the county paid out $355 
for board to keep its prisoners 
strong enough to walk from the 
jail to Judge Spark’s bench for 
trial? 
If y ou didn’t y ou know it now. 
Figures show, (especially 
on 
girls of today ), but they never 
lie. The city and county was a 
pretty good place in which 
to i 


live fon most of the bad citizens 
were in jail, judging from 
the 
jail record. 
The total number of 
guests 
handled by the sheriff’s "inn” in 
1928 totalled 173. Of this num ­ 
ber seventy were from the city 
of Rushville and 103 were from 
points outside the city , not n e c ­ 
essarily Rush county . 
Of course the predominence of 
men was overwhelming in com­ 
parison to the lady guests. There 
were 168 men in jail in 1928 and 
only five women—not counting 
the bevy of gy psies th at Chief of 
Police Kennedy headed into the 
cells last summer.v 
These— 173 persons served a 
total of 775 day s. This, as y ou 
will readily see, was more than 
two y ears of 365 day s each which 
accounts for the statem ent that 
more than two y ears passed in 
1928 for those in jail. 
And 
it 
probably seemed 
longer N-than 
that. 
The biggest m onth was in Oc­ 
tober when 29 prisoners 
wert 
housed and fed. 
The 
lowest 
month was the shortest month, 
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Rev. Charles Stewart, 
Secre­ 
tary of the International Evan­ 
gelistic Association, with head­ 
q uarters at Winona Lake, 
In­ 
diana, concluded nis series 
of 
Week of Pray er 
messages last 
night in the service held at the 
Main Street Christian Church. 
Using as his text these words: 
•If y e abide in my word, y e shall 
be my disciples and y e shall know

Stewart 
spoke of the influence of the Bi­ 
ble, the Church and the Christ 
upon our civilization. Out of his 
seventeen y ears of experience in 
evangelism he drew experiences

his theme. 
He stated th at the business of 
the chruch is to tell the story of 
God’s love to the whole world. 
Many think of the church in far 
lesser terms. The church, how­ 
ever, is not only to proclaim the 
gospel, but to live the gospel. 
The speaker related 
many 
false conceptions of the Bible. 
It is not a record of lives of men 
who were faultless. It is God’s 
revelation to sinful men, he de­ 
clared.

—The toll of the Army airplane 
crash at Royalton, near

yesterday was raised to eig ht to­ 
day when Patrick Conroy of New 
York City died in the Polytech­ 
nic hospital at Harrisburg . 
Conroy had been the sole sur­ 
vivor of the crash in which one 
officer and six enlisted men were 
killed. He was broug ht to the 
hospital in a critical condition 
with a fractured skull and did 
not reg ain consciousness. 
His death removed the main 
hope of the war department in­ 
vestig ation of the cause of the 
trag edy. 
All debris had been 
removed 
from the filde today and all that 
remained to mark the trag edy 
was the torn trunk of a tree and 
the scarred surface of the va­ 
cant lot. 
Captain F. F. Christine, act­ 
ing commandant of the airport,

that the Fokker 
plane C2, a sister ship 
of the 
famous Question Mark and the 
machine in which Commander 
Richard E. Byrd made his flig ht 
over the North Pole, had been 
in perfect condition when it left 
the field here on its fatal flig ht. 
Mechanics examined the plane 
after it arrived yesterday morn­ 
ing from Washing ton. 
The tattered and torn fuselag e 
and the tang led mass of the tri­ 
motored ship g ave little hope of 
offering any clue to the cause 
of the crash. Part of the wreck­ 
ag e was hacked to bits to permit

Herbert Hoov er was elected president of the 
United States the other day. No, it didn’t hap­ 
pen last Nov ember, as you may hav e supposed; 
it took place just a few days ago, when the 
electors of the v arious states met and formally 
cast their ballots. Before then, Hoov er was not, 
technically, our president-elect. 
Now he is. 
This incident serv es as an apt reminder of 
the out-of-date, wasteful, cumbersome appurte­ 
nances of a by-gone age that still clutter up our 
gov ernmental machinery. 
The time has come 
to modernize things, and the new administra­ 
tion might well make that one of the first items 
on its program. 
In the early days of the republic, of course, 
those old 
contriv ances were 
justified. 
Most 
trav el was by horseback, and it took weeks to 
get from distant parts of the country to Wash­ 
ington. 
So the electoral college was perfectly 
satisfactory; 
and so, also, was the prov ision 
that the new-elected congress should not take 
office until a year later. 
But today these things are anachronisms. 
Consider, for instance, what is happening in 
Washington today. 
A congress that is not in any way responsiv e 
to public sentiment is now sitting and passing 
legislation of the highest importance. 
Many of 
its members wTere retired to priv ate life at the 
last election; yet, for two months, they will con­ 
tinue to gov ern us. Unless a special session is 
called, the men who were elected last Nov ember 
will mot go to work until next December. 
Meanwhile, the ‘president has lost his in­ 
fluence ov er congress, and the incoming presi­ 
dent is unable to begin putting his own policies 
into effect. 
The “lame duck” congress is re­ 
sponsible to no one. 
It can commit the country 
to anything it pleases. No one can lead it, and 
it need not heed the wishes of the v oters. 
There is no reason on earth why the “lame 
duck” session should not be abolished along with 
the useless business of the electoral college.

(Fort Wayne News) 
The new legislature is prov ided 
to perform an extraordinarily 
high public serv ice through some 
mov ement to reduce the needless 
complexity in the duties of the 
secretary of state. 
The secretary of state 
has 
enough to do without being sad­ 
dled with a lot of duties which 
hav e no real relation to his of­ 
fice. 
This saddling has, in the past 
brought forward 
an elaborate 
bureaucracy as the nucleus and 
center of a v ast political ma­ 
chine. 
/ 
For one thing, we wonder whj 
the secretary of state should be 
concerned with the details of is­ 
suing automobile licenses. 
That doesn’t seem to be a pro­ 
per function of that dignified of­ 
fice, which was nev er intended tc 
be primarily executiv e, but rath­ 
er what its name implies—like 
the state department of our fed­ 
eral gov ernment, “primarily sec­ 
retarial.” 
The reign of the Stcphcnsor- 
clique resulted in the establish­ 
ment of an intricate political or­ 
ganization. 
Especially was this machinery 
in ev idence as it dealt with the 
business administering the af­ 
fairs of the state highway police 
who, as a matter of fact, in num­ 
erous instances, prov ed to be of 
greater serv ice to the high pow­

It is unfortunate, that noth­ 
ing like a complete record ol 
pioneer church history, is now 
av ailable. The life and serv ices 
of Edw. Thompson and other ear­ 
ly ministers, would make a book 
by itself, but the only extant bi­ 
ography of 
a Rush county 
preacher, I hav e found, is tnat 
of Brother Shaw, who was killed 
in a railroad wreck, and it is far 
from being biographical. 
Some time in the 20 s an ec­ 
centric character named 
John 
Brown drifted up the Valley and 
settled in the Loone^ neignbor- 
hood. He was a preacher of tne 
“New Light” denomination. He 
organized a church, from 
the 
scattered settlers, meeting some­ 
times at a cabin, but more often 
in the woods. 
This preacher was known as 
the "wild man,” from his pe­ 
culiar actions. Often he would 
ride up to the meeting place, at 
full speed, dismount, fasten his 
horse to a tree, or 
limb 
and 
without a word 
to 
any one, 
break out in wild, 
stentorian 
song, in which, he would be 
joined by others and the serv ice 
was on. 
About 
1829 
another 
"New 
Light” preacher, came to 
the 
same neighborhood. 
This was 
John Langly, who followed the 
footsteps of Brown, but along in 
the 30’s, they all went ov er to 
Elder Thompson’s church 
and 
the “New Lights” became extinct 
in that neighborhood. 
At an early date Rev . Edward 
Patterson, a Methodist minis­ 
ter, came to Rush county and 
settled, where New Salem now 
stands. He was a man of excel­ 
lent attainments and would hav e 
accomplished much good, 
but 
unfortunately he was cut off in 
early life by ail accident. While 
he was working in a clearing, 
felling timber, he was killed by 
a falling tree, in the presence ol 
his sons—Isaac, Joseph D. and 
Nelson Patterson. 
James N. Gilmore, a brilliant 
and courteous Baptist preacher, 
settled on Pleasant Run, south ot 
Perkins’ corner, about a 
mile, 
about 1830. His father, who liv ed 
with him, had been a soldier in 
the British 
army during 
the 
Rev olution, and was taken pris­ 
oner by Washington, at Trenton. 
The old man said he was nev er 
exchanged and although he be­ 
came an American citizen 
he 
was still a “prisoner of war.” 
The family mov ed to Des Moines 
county, Iowa, in 1837. 
One of the most interesting 
characters, settling in southeast- 


as adds v ery little to our history, 
but dees furnish a splendid biog­ 
raphy, in the second v olume. 
In Arnold’s history we 
hav e 
brief sketches of many of our 
early pioneers, but the smallness 
of tne number becomes appar­ 
ent, when one looks througn the 
Entry (land) Book. These biog­ 
raphies are paid 
"Ads,” 
and 
many did not feel able to pay 
and many were indifferent \ or 
shunned publicity and 
many 
had died or mov ed away. 
So you can see that digging 
up early history is no easy job 
and those in possession of any 
fact of early days, still unpub­ 
lished will do posterity a fav or 
to rev eal it. 
About 1821 a 
colony 
from 
North Calorina, coming in 
by 
way of Richmond, Ind., formed 
a settlement west of Carthage. 
Those people were mostly Quak­ 
ers or Friends and 
composed 
mostly of two families—The Hills 
from North Carolina and Bin- 
fords from Virginia. 
This organization built a com­ 
fortable log meeting house, ao 
what is now Walnut Ridge and 
from this organization, sprang 
three other—one ov er the 
line 
in Hancock county. William Bin- 
ford was their leading man and 
preacher. He was a dev oted man 
and true follower of George Fox. 
A numerous prosterity of those 
pioneer families still 
surv iv e. 
They hav e no salaried 
clergy, 
but by a system of donations 
maintain then, as they do. 
a 
Friend, in need. As a 
people, 
they are great educators, good 
liv ers and acquisitiv e. 
Changes in modes of worship, 
since one hundred years 
ago, 
hav e come to all denominations, 
for mode is after all largely man 
made and has little to do with 
faith and worship. By a process 
of ev olution and rev olution many 
changes hav e taken place, 
in

A man of superior edu­ 
cation for his day, it was as a 
school teacher, that Mr. Reev e 
won prominence. Although

As early as 1821, Rev . James 
Hav ens, a Methodist 
minister, 
preached the

It is not intend­ 
ed here to locate dates of first 
churches in the county, for I do 
not know, nor can I find, any 
reliable data, 
concerning

subject is mostly tradition. 
It was not until 
1888, 
that 
a history of Rush county was 
written, nearly sev enty 
years 
after our first sellers came to 
the coynty. Dr. Arnold’s history 
of the county is a splendid pro­ 
duction, and from it comes much 
of what we write. The more re­ 
cent history of the county edited 
by A. L. Gary and Ernest Thom- 


They came to 
Rush 
county, 
while it was yet a wilderness 
and settled some two miles west 
of Rusv hille. The Hav ens fam­ 
ily is one of the oldest in the 
county, of which more anon. 
It may be said, that in ev ery 
settlement there was to be found 
a leaning toward some form of 
worship and settlers as a 
rule 
located at the settlement, where 
was established, their particu­ 
lar form of worship, but 
the 
Bapists and Methodists must be 
considered the pioneer churches, 
it we except the Quakers, 
in 
Ripley township, followed close­ 
ly by the Presbyterians in Rush­ 
v ille. In our next issue we will 
try to giv e an outline of each 
church, with date of its organi­ 
zation and history.

President-elect Hoover, as a re- 
sult of his conferences with re- 
publican congressional leaders, 
is expected to call an extra ses- 
sion of the seventy-first con- 
gress, in the early spring. 


Such a session is considered to 


be 
inevitable' irrespective of 


whether farm relief legislation 
is enacted before March 4 be- 
cause a revision of a number of 
tariff schedules, industrial as 
well as -agricultural, are to be 
made. 


It is the desire of those who 


will be leaders in the next ad- 
ministration to'get this out of 
the way as speedily as possible 
so that there will be the least 
disturbance in the industrial 
and agricultural world. 


As the situation is now out- 


lined tariff revision would be tak 
en up concurrently with farm 
legislation and would auviliary 
to it since it is the purpose fco 
afford a measure of protection 
to agriculture comparable with 
that given other industries. 


It is explained that no general 


tariff legislation is contemplated 
but merely a revision of a num- 
ber of existing schedules in the 
form of an amendment to the 
Fordney-McCumber act. 


Changed conditions since 1922 


when the present law was en- 
acted was regarded as having 
made alterations in some exist- 
ing 
duties necessary.

changes might be made under 
the flexible tariff provisions but 
at best this method has proven 
a slow process and so many re- 
solutions are contemplated that 
action by congress is viewed as 
essential.

If you didn't you know it now. 
Figures show, (especially on 


girls of today), but they never 
lie. The city and county was a 
pretty good place in which to 


live, fon most of the bad citizens 
were hi jail, judging from 
the 


jail recbrd. 


The total number of guests 


handled by the sheriff's "inn" in 
1928 totalled 173. Of this num- 
ber seventy were from the city 
of Rushville and 103 were from 
points outside the city, not nee. 
essarily Rush county. 


Of course the predominence of 


men was overwhelming in com- 
parison to the lady guests. There 
were 168 men in jail in 1928 and 
only five women—not counting 
the bevy of gypsies that Chief of

HIS DEATH REMOVES ALL 


- HOPE FOR INVESTIGATION 


Middletown, Pa., Jan. 12—(ff) 


—The toll of the Army airplane 
crash at Royalton,' near 
here, 


yesterday was raised to eight to- 
day when Patrick Cbnroy of New 
York City died-in the Poiytscn- 
nic hospital at Harrisburg. 


Conroy had been the sole sur- 


vivor of the crash in which one 
'officer and six enlisted men were 
killed. He was brought to £he 
hospital in a critical condition 
with a fractured skull and did 
not regain consciousness. 


His death removed the main 


hope of the war department in- 
vestigation of the cause of 
the 


tragedy. 


All debris had been removed 


from the filde today and all that 
remained to mark the tragedy 
was the torn trunk of a tree and 
the scarred surface of the va- 
cant lot. 
Captain F. F. Christine, act- 


ing commandant of the airport, 
announced 
that the Fokker 


plane C2, a sister ship 
of the 


famous Question Mark and the 
machine in which Commander 
Richard E. Byrd made his flight 
over the North Pole, had been 
in perfect condition when it left 
the field here on its fatal flight. 
Mechanics examined the plane 
after it arrived yesterday morn- 
ing from Washington. 


The tattered and torn fuselage 


and -the tangled mass of the tri- 
motored ship gave little hope of 
offering any clue to the cause 
of the crash. Part or the wreck- 
age was hacked to bits to permit 
the removal of the 
body of 


Lieut. Henry R. Angell, of Bir- 
mingham, Ala. 


Lieutenant Angell was the on- 


• ly officer to lose his life in the 
fall, which came after the air- 
plane had gone a mile from the 
airport here on its return flight 
to Boiling Field, Washington. 


Two other officers who had 


come here in the plane avoided 
the tragedy when they decided 
to return to Washington in an- 
other plane, which left here an 
hour before the Fokker took off. 


They are Captain H. A. Ding-
